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Georgetown goes western this week 


Western Week, a six-day celebration of the 
frontier spirit featuring the 32nd annual Sheriff's 
Posse Rodeo, gets under way Monday. 
San Gabriel Park will be the scene of most 
events, and the Georgetown Chamber of 
Commerce, 114 West Ninth, is general informa­ 
tion and ticket sales headquarters. 
Chamber Manager Gene Martinka requests 
Georgetown residents and visitors to dress 
western during the week, with jeans, western 
shirts, boots, and cowboy hats. Non-western 
dressers will not be jailed on the square as in the 
past, but Martinka said members of the Sheriff’s 
Posse will patrol the streets and request them to 
purchase a general admission ticket to the 
Rodeo as penalty.

MASKED Chamber members will kick oft the 
week at 4 p.m. Monday in a mock shootout with 
Posse members at the Georgetown Savings and 
Loan building, 801 Main Two more shootouts 
are planned for the park at 4 p.m. Tuesday and 
Wednesday. Blank ammunition will be used, but 
Martinka indicates the action will look mighty 
real. 
While the outlaws and the Posse folks are pick- 
ing each o th er off dow ntow n, the Old 


Georgetown Market will also open for business 
at 4 p.m. Monday in the park 
A potpourri of items, including antiques, 
knick-knacks, canned goods, and second-hand 
furniture, will be sold by exhibitors at the 
fleamarket. which runs from 4-9 p m Monday, 
Tuesday, and Wednesday. 
Individuals and groups may reserve a 20 by 30- 
foot booth to sell their wares by paying a $10 
registration fee at the Chamber office or the 
Sunshine Shop, 106 West Eighth. The fee will 
cover a sales license for all three days, and 
registration proceeds will go to the Chamber for 
operating expenses. 
Latecomers may register through 2 p.m. Mon­ 
day across from the concrete slab in San Gabriel 
Park. Martinka said Friday the Chamber still 
has about 50 booths available and can arrange 
for more. 
BICYCLE, 
TRICYCLE, and wheelbarrow 
races are scheduled at 6 p.m. Monday. Entry is 
open, no registration or fee required Simply 
bring your competitive spirit and the vehicle of 
your choice to the park 
The Blackwood Brothers, internationally fam­ 
ed gospel group, will sing at the Georgetown 
Community Building at 8 p m Monday Admis­ 


sion for the concert is $2 50 for adults, a dollar 
for children 14 and under. 
Tickets to hear the group, which has sold three 
million albums, may be purchased at the 
Chamber of Commerce office.

The Sheriffs Posse Parade will herald three 
days of Rodeo entertainment It begins at 4:30 
p m Thursday, winding through downtown and 
across the forks of the San Gabriel along Austin 
Avenue. 


First second, and third prizes will be awarded 
before the parade begins for the best local and 
out-of-town floats A first prize will also be 
awarded to the best riding unit, best dressed 
cowboy and cowgirl, and the winner of the 
special float division 
PARADE entries may be registered at no cost 
through 3 p.m. Thursday at registration booths 
in San Gabriel Park, across from Andrews Seed 
Company at Highway 81 and the entrance to the 
park. 
Chamber Manager Martinka reminds entrants 
that decorated bicycles must be lined up on the 
parking lot of Draeger Motors, 501 Austin, no 
later than 3p.m. Thursday to ride in the parade 
All other entries must be in place in the park 
at 3 p m for judging if they are entered in the 
prize competition. 
Entries not in line by 4 p.m. will forfeit their 
place in the parade, Martinka said. 
After the parade there will be a barbecue in 
the park catered by Rudy Mikeska. 


RODEO performances will begin at 8 pm . 
Thursday, Friday, and Saturday in the Sheriffs 
Posse Arena at San Gabriel Park. 
Admission to the rodeo is $3 50 for box seats, 


$2 50 general admission, and $1 25 for children 
school-age and under Tickets go on sale Monday 
at Rodeo Headquarters. 1201 D Church, or they 
may be reserved by phone at 863-3414 
Mrs. G ertrude W alker, Sheriff’s Posse 
Secretary, will also be selling admission tickets 
Saturday and Sunday. June 21 and 22, at her 
residence. 106 E. Spring St. Mrs. Walker said 
Friday the Posse has about eight box seat tickets 
left. 
The rodeo, produced by Tommy Steiner and 
the Rodeo Cowboys Association, has been 
acclaimed the best in central Texas, Mrs. 
Walker said. 
It will feature bareback and saddle bronc 
riding, calf roping, steer wrestling, bull-riding, 
women’s barren racing, and a calf scramble. 
BILL HENDERSON and the Sundowners will 
play for a dance after each Rodeo performance. 
Dances will begin at 9 p.m. in the Community

Georgetown Schools to get $375,000 


The Georgetown Independent School District 
will receive some $375,000 in additional state 
funds during the 1975-76 academic year, thanks 
to the 64th session of the Texas Legislature and 
Governor Dolph Briscoe. 
House Bill 1126 passed just 31 hours before the 
session ended, and was signed into law by Gover­ 
nor Briscoe 6 days later. 
Business Manager Jerry Graham of £«gorge- 
town said the bill won t actually help local 
school operation much, but it won t hurt, either 
The biggest gain for us locally is in the across- 
the-board teacher pay raise which will net local 
teachers some $300,000 in added spending 
money. 
The other $75,000 in new state aid can be used 
to expand existing services, to buy some new 
buses, to expand the custodial staff, and to buy 
more equipment for the teacher’s to work with,

Gasoline prices are expected to jump at least 
3<f per gallon in the next two or three weeks and, 
by year’s end, regular will be selling at 70* to 
75*, a petroleum industry expert predicted this 
week. 
“THE PAST YEAR has been a honeymoon for 
motorists But that’s about over now. The de­ 
mand has been growing everywhere except in 
the Midwest and there may be fuel problems this 
fall,” the man said. 
President Ford’s energy program is designed 
to raise the price of gasoline so that American 
motorists will quit buying so much of the stuff 
thus cutting down on the out-flow of U. S. dollars 
for oil imports. Many people differ with the 
president in this theory and I must say that my 
observation of English drivers back them up. In 
September of 1974, while Clara and I were in 
England, cars w ere bum per to bum per 
everywhere and the price was $1.25 per imperial 
gallon, which contains about 5 quarts. The 
British were driving small, economical cars, as 
will most of us before long. 


Graham said. 
Some provisions of the bill are rather com­ 
plicated, but the main effect of the minimum- 
foundation assignments will be to increase state 
aid for operating and plant maintenance, and 
shift more of a burden onto the local district for 
paying salaries of teachers and auxiliary per­ 
sonnel such as counsellors, librarians, band 
directors and administrators. 
BEST NEWS OF ALL, Graham foresees no 
present need to increase taxes. Our district is 
neither very rich, nor very poor, so we fall 
somewhere about the middle, he said. 
Thanks to the Governor’s emergency funding 
bill passed earlier by the Legislature, we will be 
operating in the black, according to Graham. 
If the m e a su re had not passed, the 
Georgetown ISD would probably have faced the 
necessity of declaring a deficit of about $75,000 
next year. Now that will not be necessary, said 
Graham, and we won t have to dip into the sur­ 
plus funds, either.

HB 1126 spells out state salary minimums for 
Pay Grades I through 18, assuring all school per­ 
sonnel of annual raises up to the maximum level

for each pay grade. Salaries for holders of the 
bachelor’s degree (Pay Grade 7) will start at 
$8,000 per 10-month year, and go to a maximum 
of $11,780 at step IO. This represents a $1,400 in­ 
crease at the base. M aster’s degree holders will 
start at $8,600 and go to $12,780 at step IO. 


Teachers with one or more years of ex­ 
perience credit in 1975-76 will be placed at the 
next salary step (for which their appropriate 
pay grade) above the salary for which they were 
qualified in 1974-75. 
THE CHANGES in teacher-pupil ratio 
authorized by the bill look better on paper than 
they actually work out to be in practice, said 
Business Manager Graham. In the past, school 
nurses, librarians, band directors and teacher 
aides were paid entirely from state funds Now 
these positions will be paid for by local funds and 
their numbers must be included when figuring 
the total Classroom Teacher Units each district 
is entitled to have. Last year we had 82 CTU’s, 
and a total of 98 positions filled on 4 campuses, 
Graham said. Next year we are allowed 97 
CTU’s on five campuses.

Easy access for 
emergency vehicles such as ambulance and fire 
trucks must also be provided,” said Judge 
Chance. 
It is impossible to say at this time how many 
persons may attend the event, which has been 
advertized for the ‘‘f aHHSay afitl'nigferof’Jufy 4. 
Tickets are available for advance purchase in 
Austin, Dallas, Fort Worth/Arlington, Houston. 
San Antonio, Corpus Christi, San Marcos and 
Waco, according to a promotional release from 
the Willie Nelson Music Company. 
PARKING and camping are both included in 
the price of a ticket: $5.50 when bought in ad­ 
vance, $7 50 when purchased at the gate. Site- 


side camping will be allowed from 6 p.m. July 
3 until noon July 5 
Promoters of the event have promised to com­ 
ply with all state and county laws which apply to 
the gathering. In order for the Texas Mass 
Gathering Act to be invoked, at least 5,000 per­ 
sons must be in attendance for 12 continuous 
hours.

The increasing complexity and big awards 
of modern court cases, requiring national and 
international legal expertise, open up large 
risks for lawyers who feel a need to protect 
themselves with more and more liability 
insurance Many state bar associations are 
trying to mandate insurance for members 
Insurance companies have seen claims on 


School’s out 
Can we discuss school busing dispassionately now that 
most buses are parked for the summer? 
Five years ago, a superior court judge ordered 
schoolchildren bused back and forth between schools in 
Inglewood, Calif, for purposes of racial mixing 


NOW THAT SAME JU D G E has ordered an end to busing in 
Inglewood, stating that "as a practical matter we are now 
busing black children from predominantly black schools to 
other predominantly black schools.” 
Surely, even to the Supreme Court, that does not make 
sense 
Meanwhile, the Inglewood district has spent $300,000 try­ 
ing to "integrate" its 17 schools and what happened9 The 
schools went from 60% white to 80% black. 
I suspect the reason busing is worsening the problem it 
was intended to solve is that it is predicated on a misconcep­ 
tion of the problem 
It’s not as simple as black and white It has to do with the 
natural desire of all parents to make things better for their 
children. It is an economic issue more than a social issue 
The judges and congressmen whose own children are 
securely tucked away in private schools should surely 
recognize this very natural desire of all parents for the soc ial 
improvement of their children 
Instead, most have imagined they must use buses to crash 
through a barrier of racial hatred 
Of course there is racial prejudice. Some will always need 
to feed their egos on the flesh of others 


BUT ONE AFTER ANOTHER, racial harriers have 
crumbled or have been bridged over these last 20 years It is 
only in this business of busing schoolchildren that we have 
tended, instead, to resegregate ourselves. 
Even among longtime supporters, the busing concept is 
losing its attractiveness City schools continue to erode 
academically. Everywhere, private schools proliferate for 
those who can afford them 
Sociologist James Coleman was urging integration of 
schools in 1966 in the name of "equal educational oppor­ 
tunity." 
Today he concedes that busing has failed to achieve the 
main goal of better education for the underprivileged, "and 
may even be condemning future black children to even 
greater racial isolation than before,” 
WHEN WHITES F L E E to the suburbs, taking their proper­ 
ty tax payments with them, city schools are further im­ 
poverished Many California schools are presently bankrupt 
Busing inevitably implies racial quotas, whereas what we 
all seek is a society offering equal opportunity regardless of 
race. When that is accomplished, there will not be the same 
number of blacks in every school any more than there are 
currently the same number of Italians or Jews or Chinese 
A melting pot — not a pressure cooker.

WASHINGTON, D C. — In the next few decades we will be 
turning more and more to all sorts of new energy sources. 
We will be relying more on coal; we will be developing solar 
and geothermal resources; and we will have nuclear power. 
Nuclear power is the most controversial of the potential 
sources, and we are stopping to take another look at the 
futuristic breeder reactor. But the regular nuclear plant is 
already on the scene, and apparently will be so more and 
more. 
Whether one is for or against nuclear power, I thought it 
would be interesting to lay out here just where we are in this 
field and what the current projections are for future use of 
nuclear plants. 
As of May I, 1975, this nation had 55 nuclear plants in 
operation, with a generating capacity of 36,672 megawatts. 
(New York City uses about 15,000 megawatts, to give an idea 
of the amounts we are talking about). Also now we have 63 
plants under full construction for an additional 63,272 
megawatts; 13 plants under limited construction at 13,606 
megawatts; 
94 ordered by the utilities at 107.406 
megawatts; and 21 announced by the utilities but with no 
construction contract let, for an added 25,860 megawatts. 
If all of these are indeed built, then in about ten years we 
will have 246 units with a generating capacity of 246,817 
megawatts. This figure could be cut back, however, if there 
is a lack of capital available or if conservation efforts reduce 
national demands. 
Looking a little further down the road, experts estimate 
that we may have over 400,000 megawatts of power from 
nuclear plants by 1990, and it is believed that by 2000, we may 
be furnishing roughly 50 percent of our national electrical 
needs through nuclear power. This could range anywhere 
from 850,000 megawatts to 1.400.000 megawatts out of a total 
national demand of somewhere between 1,575.000 and 2.500,- 
000 megawatts. 
As we continue the nuclear debate, we should be mindful 
that nuclear power is not something "down the road " It is 
something that is very much here and there are considerable 
forces in motion already for continuing its development. 
I do not think nuclear power will ever be a permanent 
source of energy But it is one that is very much with us now 
and in the coming decades.

Senator John Tower is in the forefront of the fight to 
stave off federal regulations that could strangle the 
liberty and prosperity of millions of American farmers 
and ranchers with "miles of bureaucratic red tape." 
HE PROMISES TO FIGHT the measure every step 
of the way. 


Under proposed rules being prepared now by the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers, the rancher who wants to en­ 
large his stock pond, the farmer who wants to deepen his 
irrigation ditch or plow a field, or the mountaineer who 
wants to protect his land against stream erosion could he 
required to get a federal permit first. 
The proposed regulations constitute “a harassment to 
farmers and ranchers trying to grow this nation’s rood 
supply,” according to Secretary of Agriculture Earl Butz. 
'‘Millions of people, as they now operate . . . could be 
fined up to $25,OOO a day and imprisoned for one year 
for violations” of the new rules, Butz warned. 
The proposed regulations were drafted in response to a 
federal district court decision last March in a suit brought 
by environmental groups against the Corps of Engineers 
and the Environmental Protection Agency (EPA). 
The decision of the U.S. District Court for the District 
of Columbia expanded federal authority over ‘‘navigable 
waters” to include virtually every river, stream, brook, 
lake, wetland and irrigation project in the United States. 
The district court decision is judicial usurpation of the 
worst sort. It would expand the jurisdiction of the Corps 
of Engineers far beyond anything possibly imagined by 
Congress. 
It would effectively strip the states of their 
authority to administer those resources which traditionally 
have been theirs to administer. 
What is more frightening, the court decision would re­ 
quire the Corps of Engineers to assume control over the 
activities of a great portion of our nation’s farmers, a 
further deterioration of the private property rights of indi­ 
viduals. At a time when private farmers are already reel­ 
ing under economic pressures, the possible expansion of 
federal control would be an intolerable additional-Bidden. 


In his release to this newspaper Thursday the 
senator said; 


I have introduced one bill, and cosponsored another, 
that would negate the effect of the court decision. My bill 
would amend the federal Water Pollution Control Act to 
make it clear that federal authority over “ the navigable 
waters of the United States” would be limited to those 
involving interstate commerce. 
The bill I have cosponsored with Sen. Robert Dole of 
Kansas would go even further to protect the rights of 
individual property owners and the several states from 
federal encroachment. 
I am hopeful that one or both of these measures will 
be passed before any Texas farmers suffer from that ne­ 
farious court ruling.

-- The director of the CIA 
should supervise the entire in­ 
telligence community and use a 
deputy to run the CIA itself. 
- To enhance his authority, 
the CIA director should “have 
direct access to the President” 
and “establish offices in close 
proximity to the White House.” 
-• The CIA’s work should be 
continuously and independently 
evaluated. This job, the commis­ 
sion suggests, should be given to 
an existing group called the 
President’ Foreign Intelligence 
Advisory Board. 
-- Covert action, otherwise 
known as dirty tricks, should be 
continued but only in extreme 
circumstances. All such ac­ 
tivities should be reported to 
Congress. 
-- Finally, the panel suggests, 
the CIA “should be retitled the 
Foreign Intelligence Agency." 
The CIA, rn short, would get a 
facelift and a new name. But it 
sounds as if they would be play­ 
ing the same old game. 
Moses Factor: Those eternal 
optimisLs -- the White House 


WASHINGTON - Attorney 
General Edward Levi has told 
associates emphatically that the 
CIA law violations should not go 
unpunished. The Justice Depart­ 
ment, he said, will prosecute the 
violators of federal laws and will 
turn over to Hie states any evi­ 
dence of state violations. 
The Rockefeller Commission 
withheld the names of the 
alleged offenders from its public 
report. White House sources 
assured us that all the evidence, 
including names and docu­ 
ments, will be turned over to the 
Justice Department. 
It will be interesting to see, 
however, whether the top offi­ 
cials who issued the illegal or­ 
ders are prosecuted. For exam­ 
ple, five newsmen were kept 
under surveillance by the CIA in 
violation of federal statutes We 
are personally interested in this 
case, since Jack Anderson and 
two members of his staff were 
among those under surveillance 
Our sources say the illegal 
spying was ordered by former 
CIA chief Richard Helms. He is 
supposed to be subject to U.S. 
laws like any other citizen Now 
we will find out whether the 
laws apply to CIA directors.

economtsts -- are once again try­ 
ing to put a rosy face on a 
gloomy picture. 
The economic indicators are 
bad, they admit. But they quietly 
point out that they’re not sliding 
as fast as they were.

But privately, the talk is not 
quite so cheerful. They are wor­ 
ried about something they’ve 
dubbed “the Moses Factor” - 
something to lead us out of the 
recession and into the promised 
land of prosperity.

Administration economists, 
therefore, are grasping at 
straws when they point to things 
like reduced inventory stocks as 
a sign of recovery. 
It w ill take a m ajo r 
resurgence in a key industry to 
get the economy moving again. 
Or, as they put it, it will take a 
Moses.

Judge Timothy Maresh found 
two area residents not guilty of 
failure to yield right of way. 
another guilty of speeding, and 
granted a continuance until 
July 2 in a fourth case 
An alleged blind corner at 
Sixth and M yrtle figured 
strongly in the defense of Dan­ 
ny Vickers, 18. cited for failure 
to yield in a collision at that in­ 
tersection 
Vickers, of 505 College, 
testified he was driving east­ 
bound on Sixth when his car 
struck another driven bv J E 
Lyons of 414 Austin Ave. at 
10:30 a m. May 27. 
Vickers pled not guilty and 
presented three points of 
defense 
He testified first that a bushy 
growth at the southwest corner 


of the uncontrolled intersection 
prevented his seeing Lyons 
vehicle as it approached from 
Vickers’ right. 
He also contended he was 
driving on the more heavily- 
traveled of the streets, and was 
protected under a Texas statute 
granting right-of-way to 
vehicles on the thoroughfare 
with heavier traffic flow. 
Finally, Vickers presented 
evidence that both vehicles 
were approximately 18 feet into 
the intersection at the point of 
impact, and contended neither 
could establish having been 
there first 
Both investigating officer

County Health Department, and county 
sanitarian, is not worried about the insect 
problem. Ants and ticks are just part of a picnic, 
he said. His main concerns are with the food ser­ 
vice. drinking water supply, toilets and the 
clean-up afterward He foresees no problems in 
any of these areas at this time. 
FOOD SERVICE will be provided by G&M 
Catering Service of Austin. They will have 
refrigerator trucks on hand, and plan to serve 
the food in disposable containers and with dis­ 
posable utensils. Drinking water will be provid­ 
ed from two deep wells located on the property. 
Promoters have sent samples of the water to be 
tested for purity, and if necessary, they are 
prepared to install chlorinators. Lines will be 
run from the wells to 50 drinking fountains. 
Restroom facilities will be provided with 200 
chemical toilets That’s enough to serve 10,000 
persons, according to Gaida. Finally, promoters 
have posted a bond of $1,500 with the property 
owner that the ground will be cleaned up after 
the picnic.

★ Georgetown schools 
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Last year we received $660 for each GTU of 25 
students in average daily attendance. Next year 
we will receive $90 per student in average daily 
attendance, which comes to $2250 per CTU. 
This money cannot be used for salaries under 
the new law, but must be spent for operation and 
maintenance. This will necessitate a shift in 
emphasis for the expenditure of local funds from 
operation to salaries. 
The district’s Minimum Foundation assign­ 
ment will double under the new law, from the

OTHER SECTIONS of the lengthy measure 
provide for increases in state aid for school bus 
transportation, for programs for the 
educationally disadvantaged, and for driver 
education.

also Spanish and English. His 
friends call him Sami Bengura 
H e ’s the sa m e J o h n n y 
Nuckles 
Lampasas, Texas, 
farmboy

plays with pride as an example 
of 
its international studies 
program 
“They got him interested in 
that 
(fo re ign

The road to being a Peace

Civilization” course “ He was 
extremely inquisitive with an 
open mind,” Jones recalls, “ He 
pursued the type of knowledge 
he wanted.’’

Seminar in New York, a part of 
the Southwestern curriculum.

seed varieties, fertilizers, in­ 
secticides, etc.) one encounters 
many obstacles.” 
Another letter written about 
a year ago, just before his first 
plantings, said, “ I can feel the 
old chords of tradition straining

methods ” 
He describes this obstacle by 
saying “ I plan two acres for one 
farmer and every reactionary 
element in existence — in­ 
cluding fam ily customs and 
problems in food delivery — 
cause headaches. Planning and 
organization are items soon 
forgotten as God assumes con­ 
trol.” 


“ and only a handful have begun 
the work thus far. 
Dry Season 
In a letter of last Nov 
19 
Nuckles reports that the winds 
have shifted to the harmattan 
( d e s s e r t ) 
w i n d s of the 
northwest “and the dry season 
dust and washboard road con­ 
ditions have begun to reapper 
The rice harvest is underway — 
better than last year’s crop — 
and he has been to the capital 
city of Freetown “ where big 
plans are being made for next 
year’s operations. 
amounts 
up to $20,000 will be spent on 
i r r i g a t i o n wa t er 
c o n t r o l 
m easures with em phasis on 
hired labor, adequate tools, 
qualified instruction and the 
proper cultivation of 2,000 acres 
of inland swam ps," 
On a more person-to-person 
basis. Nuckles said that he was 
“ encouraging all the farm ers to 
plant a dry season crop whether 
groundnuts, yabas (onions), or 
swamp rice.” 
He goes on to say, “ I am quite 
optimistic that once tried and 
the profit is realized it (dry 
season planting) will become a 
habit — perhaps if only two 
farm ers do it this year. The 
profit will be to obtain 
suf­ 
ficient fertilizer and to en­ 
courage proper watering prac­ 
tices." 
Not only has Nuckles been 
w o rkin g hard to show the 
Africans how to better grow 
their traditional crops of upland 
rice, 
groundnuts, 
cassava, 
millet, bananas, and yabas — 
but he has also tried to in­ 
troduce some other crops. 
“ It is amazing how American 
garden crops can adapt to this 
climate. M y okra is more than 
14 inches long I am trying to 
expose my friends to American 
squash All food is welcome as 
this is the hungry season." 
Wild Animals 
What about the exotic life of a 
Peace Corpsman — the excite­ 
ment and adventure that the 
corpsm an expects0 Nuckles 
comments:

“ When one first arrives in 
A f r i c a it is a u n i v e r s a l 
phenomenon that the individual 
wants to see African wildlife 
and to experience the bush. 
“ Well, after seeing the road 
blocked on a number of oc­ 
casions by large groups of 
baboons, gorillas, and bush 
cows (who have no fear of mor­ 
tal man) I have lost that new 
appetite for animal exposure. 
And Snakes 
Of snakes, he writes that 
“cobras and boas are becoming 
plentiful — I saw two inside my 
own swamp, 
“It is a terrifying experience 
to see the hood of a cobra. Two 
men from this chiefdom have 
died from snakebites in the last 
month 
I am determined to 
wear my snake boots each time 
I go inside the swamp,” he said.

“I am also losing some of my 
Anglo-Saxon cynicism as I am 
constantly being exposed to 
African black magic.

Nuckles wrote that “ recent­ 
ly, when forced to push my Hon­ 
da due to a tire puncture with a 
friend, we could hear their 
voices echoing from inside the 
bush Avoiding capture includ­ 
ed evading a herd of wild cows 
placed in the road to impede 
our progress.” 
In another letter Nuckles told 
of a farmer who led him to the 
“devil” of Tonko Lim a Chief­ 
dom inside a dense jungle. 
The devil lives inside a 
massive tree of 60-ft circum 
ference and 200-ft. high A co\jv 
is annually sacrificed to the 
devil It is constantly guarded 
by a group of baboons and 
chimps — quite an experience.'’ 
Misses Bush Life 
Nuckles took a break frorfi 
the difficult life in Sierra Leone 
with a month-long leave ip 
Kurope where he met his 
parents, ate in fine restaurants, 
and stayed in luxury hotels. 
From Europe he wrote Dr. 
Jones, “ In many ways I already 
m iss the busy life Things are 
much more simple there." 
For fun and relaxation in 
Sierra Leone, Nuckles writes 
that he likes “to travel in the 
chiefdom, visiting friends, go­ 
ing to native feasts and dances 
and sampling all varieties of 
palm wine, which is consumed 
like coffee.” 
He said that one day a week 
he goes into Kambia to get 
petrol and mail and to say hello 
to his fellow Peace Corps 
volunteers. 
“Once a month I travel the 
140 miles to Freetown to sarri- 
ple some European food, see a 
movie, or go to one of the fine

AUSTIN — Every legislature 
produces a few major pieces of 
legislation that catch the 
public's eye, but an enormous 
number of other bills are pass­ 
ed which also deserve close 
scrutiny by every Texan 
During the 64th Legislature, 
while press coverage concen­ 
trated on issues like utility 
regulation and school finance, a 
total of 766 bills passed the 
House and Senate and went to 
the Governor for his signature 
At least half those bills were 
passed during the last two 
weeks of the session, and during 
the next few weeks, the Gover­ 
nor will be deciding which ones 
to sign into law and which ones 
to veto. 
There are a number of good 
bills which the Governor has 
either signed into law or is ex­ 
pected to approve, and many of 
them will have a positive im­ 
pact on our part of Texas. 
AGRICULTURE 
LEGISLATIO N: 
Farm 
and 
ranch legislation affects Falls, 
Milam and Williamson Counties 
as much as any other, as our 
area is one of the most 
agriculturally productive in 
Texas. 
By far the most important 
farm and ranch bill approved 
this session was a bill

The legislature also passed 
bills that will ease the sales tax 
burden on agricultural goods 
and ban imported beef from any 
state agency. In addition to 
passing these good bills, the 
legislature also had the wisdom 
to defeat badly drawn bills deal­ 
ing with gun control and land 
use.

I realize there are those who 
believe that, along with Faith, Hope, Mother 
hood, and the Constitution, the Telephone 
demands loyalty. I’m sure the occasional 
caller who gets suckered into one of our 
“ holds” is never amused put he would be 
compensated if he could understand une­ 
motionally what rare good humor he creates 
in our community when he causes my 
secretary to roust the alarm 
So perhaps I should arrange for a musical 
interlude A couple of hours of band music.

“ The houses are made 
basically of mud blocks, mud 
sticks, or occasionally of ce­ 
ment. Roofs are made of grass 
thatch or of zinc. Some building 
is being done presently to 
repair damage suffered during 
the downpours of the rains 
“ Coconut and oil palm trees 
are combined with tall mango 
trees to give a green covering 
to the environment. Paw-paw 
trees with a fecund supply of 
ripe fruit provide further food 
for the village. 
“ Health and nutrition stand­ 
ards aren't good Several of the 
children obviously suffer from 
malnutrition. A dispensary is 
only four miles away but the 
first recourse is usually to 
native herbs and chants. 
“ Dust covering everything is 
accepted.” 
A Versatile Man 
Working with these villages 
requires many skills of the 
Peace Corpsman.

planted in vegetation that will 
enhibit erosion. The bill also 
covers other strippable 
minerals such as uranium 
Without this bill, stripped land 
might be lost forever to far­ 
ming and ranching. 
To conserve natural gas 
produced in Texas, the 
legislature passed a new law 
prohibiting out-of-state sale of 
gas produced on the vast 
stretches of land owned by the 
State. This bill’s effect will take 
a few years to show up, but 
eventually it will mean Texans 
using their own gas rather than 
having to ship it out of state. 
A law was also approved for 
licensing the so-called “ super­ 
ports,” which lie several miles 
out to sea and receive crude oil 
from huge tankers. This bill 
will probably be immensely im­ 
portant to the economy of Tex­ 
as, which now refines 40 per­ 
cent of all oil and up to 60 per- 
cent 
of 
the 
n a tio n ’s 
petrochemicals. Without these 
superports to receive imported 
oil, the future might see many 
Texas refineries idled and their 
workers standing in unemploy­ 
ment lines. 
I will be reporting periodical­ 
ly on other new laws which will 
affect our area; the Governor 
should complete his work on 
legislation within the next week 
or so. 
W E B WORMS: The long 
period of wet weather this spr­ 
ing has brought another 
onslaught of web worms in area 
pecan trees, and the trees can 
eventually die from the worms 
if not tended. As soon as you see 
a large web growing around 
several tree limbs, tear it down 
and burn it. Some insecticides 
are effective on the worms, but 
the best remedy is removal.

Fire Department giving 
instructions for volunteers

The Georgetown Fire Depart­ 
ment will provide program in­ 
struction during its twice- 
monthly training sessions, af­ 
fording volunteers four hours of 
instruction per month 
Courses will be presented in a 
continuing cycle, the entire 
program being “ rerun” until all 
40 volunteers have completed 
it Anderson said participation 
is not mandatory, but the 
department s goal is to gain IOO 
per cent certification. 
He explained that certifica­ 
tion for an entire department 
can maintain a good insurance 
rating for a city or substantially 
improve a poor one 
“ The insurance rating scale 
runs from minus 15 at the low 
end to plus 25 at the top.” 
Anderson said “ Georgetown's 
rating right now is plus 25.” 
The Fireman’s Association 
requires each volunteer depart­ 
ment engaged in the certifica­ 
tion program to be a member of 
the Association, to have a train­ 
ing officer, and to possess an ap­ 


proved set of instruction 
manuals 
Full-time, paid firefighters 
are presently required by the 
state to earn certification 
within a year of their hiring 
through completion of a 325- 
hour course schedule at Texas 
A&M's training school for 
firemen 
Anderson and firemen Wil­ 
burn Barker and Kenneth 
Salyer of the Georgetown 
department are so certified 
Barker. Salyer, and training of­ 
ficer Des Bunte will assist 
Anderson in the direction of the 
program The state Association 
also appointed special district 
officers to assist individual 
departments at its annual con­ 
vention in Houston last week 
Georgetown Fire Marshal 
Curtis Anderson said this week 
that the city’s volunteer fire­ 
fighters are participating in a 
program to earn state certifica­ 
tion 
similar to that awarded 
Anderson explained that the 
Texas 
F i r e m a n ' s F i r e 


marshal's Association has ap­ 
proved a standard program of 
152 dock hours in training 
courses for certification of 
volunteers 
Individual fire 
departments 
will administer 
the program, which includes 
such courses as ladder prac­ 
tices. hose practices, fire 
science, and salvage and 
overhaul operations. 
Those who successfully com­ 
plete the 21 courses will be cer­ 
tified by the Association s state 
board Volunteers with five or 
more years of active service 
are automatically certified, but 
Anderson said they will also be 


asked to participate 
We're trying to better the 
volunteer service through 
better 
educatin g 
the 
volunteers,” Anderson com­ 
mented. adding. “ We feel that 
much training will make them 
good firefighters.” 
Anderson said the volunteer 
program provides some essen­ 
tial courses from the larger 
program to supplement on-the- 
job training, and added im­ 
proved volunteer capability is 
especially important for Texas

Jobless benefits, being paid out at triple the 
rate of last year, will expire for hundreds of 
thousands of Americans at the end of June 
unless Congress moves swiftly 
Already the House has passed a measure 
extending 
unemployment 
insurance pay 
ments for a maximum coverage period of 65 
weeks per worker until Dec 31, 1975 The 
Senate is expected to follow suit 
Then state and federal machinery will 
continue to roll, providing, according to 
Secretary of Labor John T Dunlop, about $19 
biiiion this year to more than 14 million 
unemployed workers 
At any one time, experts say, around 6 
million Americans are drawing benefits, as 
some return to work, while others lose their 
jobs and apply for compensation for the first 
time 
Meanwhile, 
the nation’s unemployment 
rate, now 9 2 percent, continues to rise, with 
the result, says Dr Dunlop, that the 1976 
unemployment insurance bill is likely to top 
$18 billion 
Newcomers to the labor force 
high school 
and college graduates and others looking for 
work for the first time 
are ineligible for 
jobless payments, which largely are restricted 
to ‘ permanent ’’ members of the work force 
This explains, according to experts, why the 
total number of unemployed persons can 
continue to grow, even when the number of 
people 
receiving jobless 
payments 
may 
shrink 
Beyond this, l l million ' discouraged work­ 


ers” - Americans who have given up looking 
for work - 
do not draw unemployment 
insurance, but go on welfare rolls instead 
In some states, said a I>abor Department 
official, welfare payments are higher than the 
$68.34 weekly average unemployment insur 
ance benefit 
Welfare recipients, however, 
must register for work and, in varying degree 


must accept jobs or training when they 
become available 
Until 1970, explained a Irater Department 
official, 26 weeks was the maximum length of 
time a person could draw unemployment 
insurance Then Congress extended the time 
to 39 weeks 
Ten states began paying out this extra 13 
weeks late in 1974, and others started in 1975 
Congress, meanwhile, last year passed a 
second 13-week extension, up to a maximum of 
52 weeks 
On April 29, 1975, as unemployment contin 
ued to grow, Congress enacted a third 13 week 
extension, up to a maximum of 65 weeks This 
legislation expires June 30, giving rise to the 
need for a new law 
From payroll taxes collected from employ 
era, each state builds up a trust fund for 
jobless benefits, plus a reserve fund for 
emergencies If these funds are exhausted, 
states can “ get an advance” from a federal 
trust fund Seven states and Puerto Rico, said 
an official, now are drawing on federal funds 
State governments pay the first 26 weeks of 
unemployment insurance. State and federal 
funds split 50 50 the first 13-week extension, 
while the federal government picks up the 
total tab for the second and third 13 week 
extensions.

legal work is incomplete tends to show 
negligence 
The legal profession has a discipline system 
which, when it works, has helped to weed out 
some incompetent lawyers and kept insurance 
rates lower than medical malpractice insur­ 
ance 
A new and strict Board of Bar Overseers in 
Massachusetts, for example, handles a brisk 
five to six client-complaints a week — and a 
separate fund run by the state bar helps repay 
clients who have been defrauded by errant 
lawyers. 
Where once a lawyer might hesitate to take 
his 
“brother” to court on a malpractice 
charge, now it is considered more important 
to purify the integrity of the profession than 


preserve the fraternalism of attorneys, say 
American Bar Association officials. 
At the same time, fat malpractice awards 
are appealing to lawyers who stand to keep as 
much as one third to one half of any damages 
awarded by a court. 
Ever more aware of their legal rights, many 
people also feel fewer qualms about suing a 
lawyer who lost their case — especially when 
he’s not an old. trusted family lawyer 
It is unlikely that insurance rates would get 
so high that lawyers would “strike.” And even 
if they tried, past experience has shown 
courts would rule such conduct “unethical.” 
Any rise in attorneys’ fees might go unno­ 
ticed, too, because few people understand how 
lawyers charge a client 
Lawyers are particularly vulnerable to 
malpractice suits in performing securities 
work A 1972 Securities and Exchange Com­ 
mission ruling places responsibility for re­ 
vealing pertinent information about a corpo­ 
rate client on the law firm This has had the 
effect of bringing on big malpractice suits and 
causing lawyers to shy away from securities 
unless they have special insurance — usually 
at a high cost

in the state of Texas after 
Septem ber I. 1976, you could be 
charged with a m isdemeanor 
and fined up to 1200 
Non-smokers won a victory 
recently over those who burn 
the tobacco weed in public 
places Senate bill 59 enacted by 
the 64th Regular Session of the 
Texas Legislature, and signed 
into law by Governor Dolph 
B risc o e , p ro v id e s for th e 
prohibition 
The bill says that one com ­ 
mits an offense if he is in 
possession of a burning tobacco 
product or smokes tobacco in a 
prim ary or secondary public 
school, 
elev a to r, 
enclosed 


th e a te r, or m ovie house, 
library, museum, hospital, tran­ 
sit system bus. plane, or train 
which is a public place 
Violation of the statute would 
be a class C misdemeanor In a 
public place where smoking is 
p ro h ib ite d , th e re m ay be 
designated a smoking area 
where one can smoke without 
v io la tin g 
th e s ta tu te . 
A 
reasonably sized notice must be 
prom inently displayed th a t 
smoking is prohibited by state 
law and is punishable by a fine 
not to exceed $200 
The new law takes effect on 
September I, 1975, so if you 
smoke after that, be careful 
where you do it!

Crops not 
doomed despite 
the rain 


County Extension Agent John Wakefield says 
the nearly three-inch rain dum ped in the 
Georgetown area the night of June 9 did not 
doom cotton and grain sorghum prospects in 
Williamson County 
Wakefield had expressed concern during May 
that crops around the county might drown in 
water left standing in fields by that month s 
heavy rains Grain sorghum was yellowing from 
lack of oxygen at that time 
The crops got a chance to recover, however, 
during a dry stretch during the end of May and 
early June, and Wakefield says the outlook now 
is for at least reasonable cotton and sorghum 


harvests, 
“ We’ve been out inspecting the cotton and 
sorghum for d isease ,’ 
Wakefield commented, 
“ and it doesn’t look like the rain did a lot of ex­ 
tra dam age. There might be some danger for 
crops where the water is standing, but that s not 
very much 
W akefield explain ed that about half the 
planted sorghum has bloomed and is on its way 
to producing. "T h is m eans a harvest of roughly 
3,000 to 4,000 pounds per acre for m ost of the 
county," he said 
W akefield added, "Cotton is more difficult to 
predict, but w e’re expecting an average to 
better than average crop 
E ffects of the recent downpours were not en­ 
tirely negative, either. G rass and hay benefited 
from the m oisture "W e've got a great pastur 
situation now, and lots of hay," Wakefield said. 
W akefield and assistan t Edward Wilkie are 
currently preparing to combat “ a slight boll 
worm outbreak” which they expect som etim e in 


July.
